Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Baker contacted the examiner regarding the 103 rejection of 
Claim 21 using the Murty and Arsem combination of references. Mr. Baker pointed out that the Murty reference, relied 
upon by the examiner, for the claimed damper structure did not include a magnetorheological damper as claimed, and 
did not contain any motivation to replace the recharging arrangement disclosed therein with a piezoelectric generator 
as disclosed in the Arsem reference. Upon further reconsideration of this rejection by the examiner, it was deemed 
that applicant's Claim 21 did appear to define over the prior art of record for these aforementioned reasons pointed out 
by applicant. The examiner reserves her right to reconsider her position upon the formal filing of an amendment to the 
outstanding office action.. 
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
